Exodus  20:1-17  NIV 

And  God  spoke  all  these  words: 

"I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you 
out  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  land  of  slavery.

"You  shall  not  make  for  yourself  an  idol  in 
the  form  ofanything  in  heaven  above  or  on  the 
earth  beneath  or  in  the  waters  below.

"Remember  the  Sabbath  day  by  keeping  it 
holy.  Six  days  you  shall  labor  and  do  all  your 
work,  but  the  seventh  day  is  a  Sabbath  to  the 
Lord  your  God.  On  it  you  shall  not  do  any 
work,  neither  you,  nor  your  son  or  daughter, 
nor  your  manservant  or  maidservant,  nor  your 
animals,  nor  the  alien  within  your  gates.  For 
in  six  days  the  Lord  made  the  heavens  and  the 
earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  is  in  them,  but  he 
rested  on  the  seventh  day.  Therefore  the  Lord 
blessed  the  Sabbath  day  and  made  it  holy. 

"Honor  your  father  and  your  mother,  so  that 
you  may  live  long  in  the  land  the  Lord  your 
God  is  giving  you.

Jews  demand  miraculous  signs  and  Greeks 
look  for  wisdom,  but  we  preach  Christ  cruci- 
fied: a  stumbling  block  to  Jews  and  foolishness 
to  Gentiles,  but  to  those  whom  God  has  called, 
both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ  the  power  of  God 
and  the  wisdom  of  God.  For  the  foolishness  of 
God  is  wiser  than  man's  wisdom,  and  the 
weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than  man's 
strength.

When  it  was  almost  time  for  the  Jewish  Pass- 
over, Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  In  the  temple 
courts  he  found  men  selling  cattle,  sheep  and 
doves,  and  others  sitting  at  tables  exchanging 
money.  So  he  made  a  whip  out  of  cords,  and 
drove  all  from  the  temple  area,  both  sheep  and 
cattle;  he  scattered  the  coins  of  the  money 
changers  and  overturned  their  tables.  To  those 
who  sold  doves  he  said,  "Get  these  out  of  here ! 
How  dare  you  turn  my  Father's  house  into  a 
market!" 

His  disciples  remembered  that  it  is  written: 
"Zeal  for  your  house  will  consume  me." 

Then  the  Jews  demanded  of  him,  "What 
miraculous  sign  can  you  show  us  to  prove  your 
authority  to  do  all  this?" 

Jesus  answered  them,  "Destroy  this  temple, 
and  I  will  raise  it  again  in  three  days." 

The  Jews  replied,  "It  has  taken  forty-six 
years  to  build  this  temple,  and  you  are  going 
to  raise  it  in  three  days?"  But  the  temple  he 
had  spoken  of  was  his  body.  After  he  was 
raised  from  the  dead,  his  disciples  recalled 
what  he  had  said.  Then  they  believed  the  Scrip- 
ture and  the  words  that  Jesus  had  spoken.
